This dag- 
ger idea is from th 5 Italian, and thd 
Iflan of it is that at soon as a certain 
weight of earth rests on the coffin 
lid a powerful spring is releaaod 
which in its turn i 'eleases a dagger 
so placed that it will penetrate tho 
tieart of the pers >n in the coffin.

Tho San Franoisoo Bulletin con- 


tains a vory readable artiolo entitled 
"Island of Crusoe, the Scene of Dan- 
iel De Poo's Immortal Bomanoe," 


itodl e'°--'n which the writet raises and 


disonsses tho question whether it 
was on the island of Juan Fernandez 
or an island of Hoaho tl at Alexan- 
der Selkirk spent his fo jr years of 
Bolitudo. But tho chief interest in 
tho article lies in the grijss error of 
the writer in, making oiie or other 
of these islands the Soenp of Robin- 
son Crusoe's adventures! He men- 
tions an Italian explorer, Pastone, 
as having viaitod the'sol islands in 
1844 and again in 1SGO a'fcd states: 
that ho "found" on tho former "a 
much laighor order of intelligence 
than that spoken of in Crusoe's 
diary," and that "tho visits of can- 
nibals to tbe boach of Juan Fornan 
dez are supposed to have been relnt- 
ed by De Foe in 'Robinson Crueoo1 


simply tdJend interest to his story," 
and, again, tho writer states that 
"Selkirk landed on Juan Fernandez 
and there found a somifertilo and 
anything but a tropical paradise 
such as De Foo portrayed in hia ro- 
jrliarkablo record of human imngina- 
tion." 


If the writer, before committing 


Himself to a statement HO wicio of 
the facts, bad refreshed his memory 
b r a rereading of "Crusoe," as pre- 
sumably he pored over it in Itis 
schoolboy dayi), he would havo es- 
caped the mistake of locating tbu 
scone of the lattor's adventures on 
Juan Fernandez, a dozen degrees 
south of the tropics and off the coast 
of Chile, .but would have loft it 
whore Do Foe flxetl it—upon one of 
thp numerous islands that dot tho 
Caribbean sea off the mouth of tho 
Omnoco river and the coast of Vene- 
zuela, and only a dozen eUigroos 
north of tho equator, and banco un- 
der a tropical sun. 


Tho article concludes with Iho 


statement that "tho truth of tho 
matter is that Do Foe had but littlo 
to learn from Alexander Selkirk or 
of tbo island of Juan Fornanduz that 
mi^ht havq aided him in tho foun- 
dation of tlio character of Crusoe." 


That is possibly true, for it would 


seem that (ho simple fact of Sul- 
kirk's four years of isolation from 
mankind on that lonely island did 
but littlo more than suggest to Iho 
fertile imagination of Do Foo the. far 
more elaborate yet fictitious story of 
a man of larger views and observa- 
tion than Selkirk, such as wo havo 
presented in tho character and nd- 
von turos of'' Robinson Cruaoo,'' who 
ismadotositend not four yours only, 
but a sooro'of thorn, on an island 
not "somifertilo," butorownod \vilh 
tropical luxuriance such as might, lici 
supposed to Characterize tho islands 
of the Caribbean sea.
